At the Local Government inquiry into the 
administration of the Dublin Corporation yes: 
ierday, Mr. Patrick Leonard, a former Presi- 
dent of the Cattle Salesmasters’ Association, 
gave evidence in reference to the Dublin 
Market, which is under municipal mani 
ment. ! 

He complained of the way in which pens 
were allocated to the salesmasters. The allo- 
cationg were made without the persons imme- 
diately concerned being consulted. As a re- 
eult of the way in which the allotments were 
made by the Markets’ Committee what he 
might call the genuine salesmen were being 
gradually squeezed out of the markets. 
Witness went on to describe in detail the 
system by which the allotments were made. 
He said that when the Markets’ Committee 
were asked to put up a new weigh-bridge 
and make the existing ones accurate, they did 
not do so, though they increased the tolls by 
500 per cent. At present one of the weigh- 
bridges was imaccurate. He had written a 
letter to the Markets’ Committee, stating that 
some members of that Committee received 
money in connection with the allotment of 


pens. 
“ BRIBES.”’ 

Alderman Staines (Chairman of the Markets’ 
Committee) intervened, and said that the alle- 
gation of the witness amounted to this, that

He would, therefore, now 
rotate on his axis in the same time in which 
he once revolved round Venus, not in the time 
in which he revolves round the Sun. 

Of making many theories there is no end. 
But it is rarely, indeed, that the maker of a 
theory has knowledge enough, or imagination 
er insight enough, to see all the facts in all 
their bearings. Hence the lamentable number 
of promising, even tempting, theories which 
have to be buried in untimely graves, slain 
by some big, brutal fact, overlooked by the 
fond parent in his pre-occupation with his 
theoretic offspring.

There will be an occultation of Aldebaran 
on the evening of the 8th.

The augle from the North point, 
at which disappearance takes place, is small, 
only 4l1deg. In places with a greater North 
latitude than Greenwich it will be smaller 
still, and in Scotland and the extreme North 
of Ireland no occultation at all may occur. 
In other places a mere graze will be visible. 
This will give additional interest to the 
phenomenon, which, occurring at a con- 
venient hour in the evening, and with 
a crescent Moon, should not be missed by 
anyone possessed of a telescope. At places 
so favoured as to be situated near the divid- 
ing line between occultation and no occulta- 
tion, the star may be seen to disappear and 
re-appear several times, passing behind 
mountains seen in profile on the Moon’s limb.

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PROSPECT OF COUNTY 
ROAD WORK STOPPAGE.

A peculiar situation was reportéd at a 
special meeting of the County Dublin County 
Couneal yesterday. The Minister for Loca! 
Goverhment has intimated that he cannot 
sanction proposals for expenditure on roads 
based on continuance of the present rate of! 
wages to road workers. The Council now has 
the prospect that if it does not reduce the 
wages the schemes will not be sanctioned and 
work will ator: and if it does reduce the 
wages the berm Sit will go on strike—arid in 
that event also the work will stop. 

Mr. P. J. Connolly, the Chairman, said that 
the difficulty of the position had been full; 
explained to the Minister on Saturday by 
deputation representing the Council, but th: 
Minister gave them no hope of departing from 
the attitude which had been taken up. Th 
chief point made by the Minister, in reply to 
the deputation, was that the rate of wages at 
46s. 6d a week was excessive in comparison 
with the rate of 39s. paid to agricultura! 
labourers in the county. The present rate of 
wages Is payable in pursuance of an arrange 
ment between the Council and the Transport 
Workers’ Union in February, 1922, by which 
the basic wage (to which the cost of living al 
lowance is added) was fixed at 25s. a tes. 

The Chairman added that he had been 
assured by the Minister that nothing was 
further from the mind of the Ministry than to 
appoint a Commissioner to take over the 
affairs of the Council. 

Following the Chairman's statement, the 
Council received a deputation representing the 
road workers, and their organisation, the 
Transport Workers’ Union. 

Senator Foran, addressing the Council on 
behalf of the deputation, said that they in 
tended to stand by the agreement made pre 
viously with the Council. Under that agree- 
ment the wages had already dropped lls. 6d 
from the “ peak ” rate, and quite recently 
there was a cut of 6s. 6d. ey. contested 
the Minister’s view that agricultura! 
labourers’ wages should be any sort of 
standard for wages in the county, It was not 
a reasonable standard, and was orly allowed 
to operate owing to the conditions prevailing 
amongst farmers in the county. ey con- 
sidered that the wages of workers under the 
Council should rather be compared with those 
paid by the township authorities, 

After the deputation had - withdrawn, the 
Chairman stated that unless the Wages were 
reduced. the Local Government Board would 
not sanction the road schemes, and not a 
penny could be paid out. On theother han, 
if the Council reduced the wages it meant 
a prolonged strike. The Counci: appeared to 

bound by the agreement with the 
Transport Union. 

The following resolution was —

and their determination not to submit

OLD DUTCH PAINTERS. 


HERMIONE LECTURE. 


What the old Dutch painters have given 


of the daily life of their country was the sub- | 


ject of the third of Dr. Martin's Hermione 
lectures, at Alexandra College, Dublin, yester- 
aay, 

. . . ” . 

[n the seventeenth century nowhere in the 
world was realism in art so extensive as in 
Holland. Everything that was visible to the 
Dutch painter was depicted by him. Wonce 
the pictures of that period are more than 
sufficient to show the daily life of the times. 
This was only achieved gradually; for it was 
only after the Reformation had triumphed 
in Holland that art ceased to be exclusively 
in the service of the Church, and began to 
represent daily hile. 

Even in the fifteenth century pictures ~f 
saints there was a strong inclination to give 
something homely, to give an almost every- 
day appearance to religious actions. In 
Campin’s triptych, sidepiece painted in 1438, 
St. Barbara is depicted as a lady of the 
period, sitting before the chimney in a Flemish 
apartment, with all the articles of furniture 
of the time. 

Dr. Martin showed on the screen "x whole 
succession of puoeres illustrating this realiatic 
homeliness which paved the way for the men 
who were to paint the everyday life of the 
people, a branch of art which has never met 
with euch triumphs as in little Holland.

How did the Dutch artiste see pictures in 
the doings of those by whom they were sur- 
rounded ' Largely by endeavour to see 
nothing but the actual. Cornelis de Man's 
presentation of a man weighing gold was 
painted, not for the light effects nor for the 
character of the figures, but simply for what 
they were doing, and for the apartment in 
which the action took place. eality was 
converted into art by technique and colour. 
At the other extreme, Rembrandt in his Holy 
Family, in the Louvre, by his light and 
shadow, with his bush dipped in gold, turns 
a simple carpenter's family into an ideatictic 
poem of domestic happiness. Between 
those extremes lay the direction in which the 
old Dutch painters worked, all drawing upon 
their immediate snrroundings. pa

SEARCH FOR HIS SLAYERS. 


Daniel O'Leary, a guard'‘on the Cork, Ban- 
don and’ South Coast Railway, was shot dead 
on Saturday night at his home in Timoleague, 
Co. Cork. 

At about 10.20 o'clock, immediately after 
the departure of O’Leary’s wife on an errand, 
two men, dressed in trench coats, with their 
hats drawn over their eyes, entered the hou§e. 
They found O'Leary ‘alone, and what hap- 
pened then is not clear, but, within five 
minutes, shooting was heard, and two men 
were seen walking quickly through the village. 

Alarmed residents flocked to the house, and 

Mrs. O'Leary rushed inside, to find her hus- 
band prostrate on the floor, breathing hig last. 
There were five bullet wounds in his head 
and body, A doctor came, but O'Leary died 
within two minutes. 
_ A search for the murderers was at once 
instituted.
